A. G. Smith, agent for the Los An- 


geles Times, and Ills young sou luul 
a narrow escitpc from a terrible death 
Wednesday morning while riding a- 
long Grand avenue, Just off of Honlta. 
While taging tho Incline to tho co- 
mont bridge the explosion occurred, 
throwing 
the 
burning 
gasoline 
In 


every direction. 
Tho detonation at- 


tracted the attention of Mr. Delano, 
who lives nearby, and lie and some 
other mon who wore working with 
him, 
succeeded in extinguishing the 


flames before the engine was badly 
damaged. The body of the car was 
totally destroyed, the gusollno tank 
blown out and the delicate parts of 
the car for tho most part, consider 
ably twisted and warpod, 


Mr. Smith's son had a narrow escape 


from a severe burning. When Ihe ex- 
plosion occurred the flames wore al 
most entirely confined to ills side of 
the machine, and had It not. been for 
the quick work of his father In snatch- 
ing the boy from the seat and placing 
him out of roach, the boy would havo 
undoubtedly been fatally burned. As 
It was ho escaped with a few scorches 
on his back and a slightly burned foot- 


As far as Mr. Smith can determine 


the accident was the fault of a broken 
connection on tho gasoline feed whore 
It joins the main tank. Tho escaping 
oil ran down the pipe and dripped on 
to the muffler, becoming Ignited by 
sparks from the exhaust. As the car 
was on the incline at the time of the 
explosion, 
the 
gasoline 
spread 


over the front, of the ear directly un- 
dor tho occupants, and why tlioy both 
worn not. badly injured Is a matter of 
conjecture.

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Points Regarding Vrooman Act. 


Owing to the ha/.y Ideas regarding 


the provisions of the Vroomnn Inw 
and the many inquiries that are con- 
tinually being made as to HH workings 
with respect to street Improvements 
by Interested persons, some of tlie 
more salient features of the law are 
hereby outlined for the benefit of the 
rervlers of the Argus: 


To obtain the establishment of a 


grade an ordinance Is required, which 
must come before the board of trus- 
tees for two readings and must be pub- 
lished one time. 


Property owners who wish to have 


a grade re-established must obtain n 
petition to that, effect signed by the 
owners of a majority of the frontage 
on the street. 
Following 
this 
the 


boivrd must adopt a resolution of In- 
tention, and if damages are to be ass- 
essed the district, to be assessed must 
be included in this resolution. This 
resolution is published three time? 
and notices must be posted on the 
street wit.hln five days after the tlrst 
publication. 
Objections to the pro- 


posed 
Improvement 
must 
be 
filed 


within thirty days after the first pub- 
lication of the resolution. The mayor, 
surveyor and street superiir.enilont 
are declared the commissioners to 
assess damages, If any. The report of 
the commissioners Is published three 
times. If no objections are filed the 
board may declare the new grade es- 
tablished by ordinance, which is read 
twice, and published once. 


A resolution to do work is read oive 


and published twice. 


A notice of street work Is publish- 


ed after the resolution of intention 
and Is posted on the street the same, 


day. 


If objections from the owners of a 


majority of the frontage on the street 
are filed within ten days after the pub- 
lication of notice of street work, tho 
board will order the work stopped, 
and in caset he work applies to grad- 
ing It cannot be again taken up Inside 
of six months. 


Objections to any other kind of 


street work may bo filed at. any time 
up to the issuance of the assesment. 
roll and the board must pass on theno 
objections. The decision of the board, 
however, shall be final. 


Work that cannot be stopped by 


objection

whether controlling a majority of the 
frontage or not, includes the follow- 
ing: Sewers, manholes, culverts, cess- 
pools, crosswalks, curbs and gutters. 


The board must fix the time for

Sentence. 


J. E. .Harper, of this place, was
